Fleet Reaches Suez Iwo Days 
Ahead of Schedule, 


ONE ACCIDENT ON VOYAGE 


Seaman on the JIllinois Fell Over- 
board and Was Drowned—Sup- 
plies Will Be Sent From the 
Fleet to the Earth- 
quake Sufferers. 


Suez, January 3.—The United States 
Atlantic battleship fleet, completing 
two daéys ahead of its schedule the next 
to the longest run of its world-girdling 
cruise, arrived here this morning from 
Colombo, a distance of 3,440 knats, 
from which place the fleet sailed on 
December 20. The loss of a seaman 
from the battleship Illinois, who fell 
overboard and was drowned, as pre- 
viously reported, was the only accident 
to mar the voyage from Colombo. The 
Iiljinols remained on the scene to search 
for the sailor, and is a little behind the 
fleet, 

An Impressive Sight. 

The stately array of battleships was 
an impressive sight. The weather was 
splendid, and the bay was crowded with 
craft, the occupants of which gave an 
enthusiastic welcome to the ships. De- 
spite their long trip the warships look- 
ed aS smart and trim as though turned 
out for a naval review. 

When the ships had come to anchor 
the Egyptian and canal authorities went 
aboard the flagship Connecticut and 
welcomed Rear Admiral Sperry. who ex- 
pressed himself as well 
the cruise from Colombo, He regretted 
that he was comipelled to curtail his 
stay in Egypt, but hoped that at some 
future time an opportunity would be 
given him to yisit Cairo. The admiral 
spoke of the Australian visit of the 
fieet as the special feature of the trip. 

Universal regret is expressed here that 
the visit of the battleships will be 
brief. It had been expected that a rep- 
resentative officer would visit Cairo 
@nd be presented to the Khedive on the 
anniversary of his accession to the 
throne, on January 8. A contipgent of 
600 officers and men left by special 
train for Cairo this afternoon. 

Will Go to Messina. 


The converted cruiser Yankton en- 
tered the canal this afternoon, and the 
supply ship Culgoa probably will pass 
in tonight. The former has a number 
of doctors aboard and the latter a large 
supply of provisions and stores. Both 
wil] go to Messina at full speed. All 
arrangements were made by wireless 
for the ships of the fleet to pass 
through the canal as quickly as _ possi- 
ble, and to coal at Port Said, where 
25,000 tons are stored. 

The authorities have made arrange- 
ments for the battleships to have right- 
of-way for a clear run through the 
canal. 

The Connecticut, Vermont, Kansas and 
Minnesota will enter the canal] at 6 
o’clock tomorrow morning, and Will ar- 
rive at Port Sald at !0 o'clock Monday 
night. The second group, consisting of 
the ‘Louisiana, Kentucky, Ohlo, Mis- 
souri and Virginia, will enter Tuesday, 
and the third line, composed of the Wis- 
consin, Kearsarge, New Jersey, Rhode 
Island, Georgia and Nebraska, will 
start Wedresfay. At Port Said the 
crews will coal the battleships with all 
possible speed, so as to be in position 
to go promptly to Messina if it is final- 
ly determined to send ‘them there.

Rome, January 3.—A_ violent 
earth shock, running north-south- 
west and east-northeast, lasting 


‘three seconds, and during which 


the Stromboli volcano began 
eruption, occurred in Stromboli 


Island today. 

The phenomenon was accom- 
panied by prolonged dull rum- 
blings. The houses on the island 
were badly damaged, and the pop- 
ulace fled to the streets in panic, 
but no one was hurt. 

The weather is intensely cold 
on Stromboli Island. 


The Island of Stromboli is the 
northeasternmost of the Lipari 
group,r which lie. about thirty 
miles off the north coast of Sicily. 
It is almost circular in form, and 
on itis the volcano Stromboli, 
which has been almost perpetually 
active for 2,000 years. The popu- 
lation of the island is about 2,000. 

Despite the stupendous volcano 
on the island, the soil there is ex- 
tremely fertile, and some of the 
finest wines in the Mediterranean 
are made there. 


(Rome, January 3.—Having done all 
tbat it was possible to do in the dis- 


king and queen of Italy are returning 
to Rome. They have spent the last four 
days among the ruins of Sicily and Ca- 
labria, the king directing the work of 
rescue and relief, and the queen minls- 
tering to the dnjured. There is a feel- 
ing of relief in Italy that their majes- 
ties are coming home. 

The American ambassador, Lloyd C. 
Griscom, has appointed a committee of 
Americans to which will be entrusted 
the work of utilizing the money from 
the United States to the best advantage. 

Looters Being Shot. 

Both at Messina and Reggio the 
guards are having difficulty in protect- 
ing the survivors -and the vast treas- 
ure in the ruined buildings from bands 
of thieves. It is reported that six Rus- 
sian sailors have been shot ‘by looters 
at Messina, and that sixteen criminals 
have been killed at the same place 
within the last twenty-four hours. Six 
hundred persons engaged in pillaging 
have been arrested since yesterday. In 
an engagement at Regwio between the 
police and bandits two of the police 
were killed. 

Reports still reach here of the con- 
tinuance of earth shocks. According to 
these reports new shocks yesterday at 
Pellaro precipitated the entire popula- 
tion into the sea, including both the 
dead and living victims of the first 
quake, 

At Reggio the people are becoming 
more calm, and aid to that city {is now 
being, systematically forwarded. 


Military zones have been esta‘blished 
throughout Calabria. 

United States Leads World. 

The United States is far ahead of 
other nations in the relief work. ~ To- 
day Ambassador Griscom succeeded in 
finding an Austrian Lloyd steamer of 
8,000 tons capable of carrying 1,200 pas- 
sengers, He has chartered the steamer 
for two weeks, and it is being loaded 
with medical supplles and provisions. 
This will st $50,000. It is expected 
that the steamer wil] sail from Civita 
Vecchia, about 50 miles from Rome, on 
Thursday, It will be placed under the 
orders of the Italian government. 

In addition to supplies, the American 
relief vessel will embark six doctors 
and twenty male and female nurses, 
three of the latter being American 
girls from New York, who volunteerea 
their services. 

American energy has been strongly 
manifestéd in the work looking to the 
relief of the earthquake sufferers. Am- 
bassador Griscom and the members of 
the committee have assumed personal 
responsibility for the expenses of the 
expedition, relying upon the American 
public for funds. 

Italy Appreciates, 

Prior to engaging the steamer the am- 
bassador visited Foreign Minister Tit- 
toni and asked him if it would be a 
real service to send to the south a ves- 
sel properly supplied.

— That 
Elihu Root, secretary of state in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's cabinet, will be vittual- 
ly the unanimous ehoice of the republi- 
can caucus, when it meets to Name @ 
candidate, has been taken for granted 
ever since Timothy L. Woodruff, chair- 
man of the republican state committee, 
announced his withdrawal from the race 
in Mr. Root’s favor. 

The democratic nomination for the sen- 
atorship is an empty honor, because of 
the overwhelming republican majority in 
both houses. 

Senatorial caucuses will be called, it 
is expected. for the evening of JanUary 
18. and on the following day both houses 
will formally record the choices. On 
January 20, the two houses will meet in 
joint session and declare the candidate 
receiving the majority of the votes cast. 
elected. . 

' Qhief interest in Wednesday’s session 
centers in the reading of Governor 
Hughes annual message to the legisia- 
ture, about the contents of which there 
is more or less speculation. The govern- 
or is expected, among other things, to 
again recommend the enactment of laws 
providing for direct primary nomina- 
tions and this promises to be one of the 
features of the legislative year. 

Five Governors te Be Inaugurated. 


Boston, January 3.—It is anticipated 
that the coming sessions of the legisia- 
tures of five New Bngland_  states— 
Maine, New Hampshire, Rhode Island, 
Massachusetts and Connecticut—wiil be 
particularly interesting this year, as the 
incoming governors in each state will 
rgeommend uniform legislation in the 
matter of forestry, fisheries and auto- 
mobiles. All five legislatures will con- 
vene during the coming week, and five 
rew governors will be inaugurated. 

The most important matters to come 
before the Maine legislature are expect- 
ed to we those of taxation and various 
phases of the prohibitory’ law. 

The bill for,direct nomination at the 
state primaw@s is expected to be the 
leading issue before the Massachusetts 
legislature this year. Many amendments 
will be offered to the present liquor law, 
and the labor leaders will probably ask 
for picketing and anti-injunction bills. 

The most important measures upon 
which the Rhode Isiana assembly wil! be 
asked to act are the eiection of judges, 
the bili providing for the reapportion- 
ment of the state, the granting of tne 
veto power to the governor, and that of 
giving the cities and towns the right to 
vote annually on ge licensé question. 
The bill for the election of United States 
senators by a direct vote will aiso be 
taken up. 

Pennsylvania Names Two Senators. 

Harrisburg, Pa., January 3.—With two 
United States senators to elect and much 
important legislation to consider, the 
coming session of the Pennsylvania leg- 
islature promises to be one of unusual 
interest. The republican party has a 
large working majority in both bodies. 

There is apparently little doulot of the 
election of Boles Penrose, of Philadel- 
phia, to succeed himself in the United 
States senate, or of George T. Oliver, ol 
Allegheny, to fill the unexpired term of 
Philander C. Knox, who will resign [to 
become secretary of state under Presi- 
dent-elect Taft. Penrose is opposed by 
anti-organization republicans, Whose 
candidate is State Treasurer Sheatse. 

Missouri's Senatorial Fight. 


Jefferson City, Mo., January 3.—The 
legislature of Missouri, which convenes 
on Wednesday, faces the task of Sset- 
tling the election of United Stases sen- 
ator and of the HNeutenant governor of 
the state. 3 S 

The lieutenant governorship carries 
interest because of reports that Govy- 
ernor-elect Hadley, who assumes office 
on January 1!2, contemplates retiring 
from the governorship ‘before his four 
years’ term is finished, this decision 
being contingent on the ultimate selec- 
tion of Jacob F. G. Gmelich as lieuten- 
ant governor. It is said to be Mr. Had- 
ley’s desire to have a place on the fed- 
eral bench. 

The lieutenant governorship hangs on 
fewer than ‘forty votes, and the legisla- 
ture must decide whether a republican 
or a democrat was elected last Novem- 
ber, 

In the senatorial situation there is an 
element of uncertainty owing to the 
fact that nine contests for state legis- 
lative seats have been filed by the re- 
(publican candidates for placeg in the 
house.

The Scor- 
pion is expected to reach Messina on 
Monday, and will be followed within a 
few days by the supply ships Culgoa 
and the Yankton from Suez, The lat- 
ter vessels wil] put at the disposal of 
the authorities the provisions and medi- 
cal supplies intended for the Amertcan 
fleet cruising the world. 

MARTIAL LAW IN FORCE 
IN EARTHQUAKE HEGION 

Catania, January 3.—The system of 
rescue work in Messina has been great- 
ly augmented iby the arrival of troops, 
who are to be seen all over the ruined 
city, in squads of twenty and thirty, pa- 
trolling day and night. Bodies of them 
also are working in the ruins by day and 
night, under the beams of the searcb- 
lights of ships in the harbor, and thus 
but little time is being lost. 


answered that 


The movement of the refugees from 
the villages nearby is daily increasing 
in volume, and large numbers of persons 
are leaving the devastated region. Of 
the victims buried under the ruins, com- 
paratively few have ibeen rescued alive. 

Suddenness of Shock. ) 


It is now clear that the enormous num- 
ber of casualties in Messina were due 
to the suddenness with which the first 
shock came, giving but little time to 
the people to escape from their homes. 

The tidal wave wag not so high as 
was at first reported, and would have 
done little damage had it not been pre- 
ceded by the earthquake The damage 
done by fire was comparatively insignifi- 
cant. 

The first earth shock last Monday 
morning literally threw down the city, 
and almost every street was completely 
buried under the walls that had fallen. 
furniture and other debris practically 
cutting off every avenue of escape. 

Then came the tidal wave to inun- 
date the city and the living and dying 
were caught Iike rats and drowne:) or 
had their brains dashed out by heing 
threwn by the rushing waters against 
piles of masonry and raibbish. In many 
quarters of the city, the stench from the 
decomposing bodies hinders greatly the 
rescuers in their work. 

No Part of City Escaped. 


Far greater havoc was wrought in 
Messina than was believed at first. 

Though no part of the city escaped, in 
some sections the work of destruction 
was more thorough than in others. Dur- 
ing this tour a most careful examina- 
tion was made of the American consu- 
late. lt is a complete ruin—nothing Dut 
a heap of crumbling and crushed stones 
without semblance to its original shape 
It fs most doubtful if the rescuers will 
be able to recover the bodies buried be- 
neath the debris, for a few days. )ut 
every effort to do so will ‘ve made, Tie 
French and Turkish censulates, also, 
were razed completely,’ and it seems 
almost impossible that any of the in- 
mates could have escaped, 

The officials in Messina say that tne 
original estimate of the fatalities in the 
city was not exaggerated. The lower 
part of the city is practically totally 
destroyed. 

AMERICAN RELIEF WORK 
TO BE PUSHED BY GRISCOM 

Rome, January 3.—Mr. Griacom, the 
American ambassador, in order to be, 
ready in case his suggestion as to the 
manner of conducting the American re- 
lief work for the earthquake sufferers 
is accepted, today selected a committee 
of Americans here to which will be en- 
trusted the work of carrying out his 
plans, Mr. Griscom himself will be 
president of the committee, and its 
other members will be George Page, 
treasurer; Nelson Gay, secretary; Sam- 
ue] Parrish, of New York; William 
Hooper, of Boston, and Lieutenant Reg- 
inald R. Belknap naval attache to the 
American embassy. Dr. Bastiane}li,

If Mr. Griscom is provided with $160,- 
000 the committee will be able to char- 
acter a large steamer, equip it with 
nurses, doctors and supplies of all kinds 
and keep it running as a hospital and 
relief ship for two weeks ‘between the 
stricken cities in the south and those 
points where refugees can be received 
and accommodated.

ANOTHER 8100,000 IS CABLED 
BY THE RED CROSS SOCIETY 
Washington, Januay 3.—In response to 


] the suggestion of the Ttalian Red Cross 


Society that a vessel might be loaded 
at Genoa with provisions and sent to’ 
the scene of the earthquake disaster, 
the American National Red Cross tonight 
cabled @100,000, with the suggestion that 
it could be uséd by the Italian Red Cross 
Society to fit out a ship with provisions 
and medical supplies. This amount is 
in addition to the $100,000 and the $70,- 
000 previously sent by the American Red 
Cross. By sending the money, instead 
of undertaking to provide for the ship- 
ment of supplies, the American Red 
Cross adopted what it regarded as the 
best method of meeting the emergencies 
that face the [talian Red Cross. 

In order that the American Red Cross 
Society might have a personal repre- 
sentative on the scene of the earthquake, 
Vice Consul Bayard Cutting, at Milan, is 
now in the earthquake region, having 
been sent there by Ambassador Griscom. 

A caiblegram was received from Con- 
sul Bishop, at Palermo today, and it 
was the first information that. has come 
directly from Mr. Bishop. It was gent 
from Palermo, Sicily, and, besides con- 
firming the previous information con- 
cerning the death of Mr. Cheney and 
wife. it reiterates that Consul Lupton 
was unharmed, and adds that Lupton 
had sailed from Messina for a point un- 
known. 

ORDER IS BEING RESTORED, 
DECLARES KING OF ITALY 


Rome, January 3.—Premier Giolitti to- 
day received a long telegraphic dispatch 
from King Victor Emmanuel, dated Mes- 
sina, saying that he would leave to- 
night for Rome. Ags to the conditions 
in the earthquake district, the king 
Said: 

“Today I visited the Calarian coast, 
south of Reggio. I found Pellario liter- 
ally destroyed, but Melito seems to 
have been but slightly damaged.

New Orleans, January 3.—The Times 
Democrat publishes today e story based 
on reports received from Central Amert- 
ca which are to this effect: 

Nicatagua ig marching troops from 
the frontier into the vicinity of Cho- 
futeca, Homduras, to overthrow tthe 
government of Miguel Davilla, president 
of Honduras. It ig reported that the 
Nicaraguan, Dr. Arrias, has recently 
reeeived almost $40,000 for army sup- 
plies, medicines, ete., shipped by secret 
agents of Zelava im this city, and that 
all preparations are being made for a 
long campaign. 

The informants of the Times-Democrats 
stated that it was gemerally under- 
stood that the revolution was a four- 
cornered affair, with the Honduran 
malcontents attacking the Zalava 
forces. backed bv eupples and men 
from Salvador. It is also alleged that 
the Gautemalan government had sup- 
pilfed men and arma. 

The consular representatives tn New 
Orleans of the governments concerned 
denv amv knowledge of the movements 
reported. 

United Staten Watching. 

Washington, January 3.—Reports of ex- 
peditionary movements tn Central Amer- 
ica have led to a close watch of the sait- 
uation by the Washington government, 
and, acting under orders from the navy 
department, at the request of Secretarv 
Root, the gunboat Dubuaue today sailed 
from Havana for’ Bluefields. The 
Dubuque will touch at Key West for 
supplies. Her presence in the netghbor- 
hood of Nicaraguan territory will have 
a reassuring effect, if any trouble oc- 
curs in that section. At the estate de- 
partment today, it was stated that there 
were no fresh advices from Central 
America, and no official explanation of 
the gwunboat’s dispatch to Nicaraguan 
waters was forthcoming. Senor Corea, 
the Nicaraguan minister, said tonight 
that there might be some friction, but 
that he did not belleve there was any 
revolutionary movement forming.

PEACE OF CHINA IS MENACED 


Dismissal Will Not Pass Unnoticed, 
and Protest Will Be Made by 
the Powers — Much Mys- 
tery in Regard to 
the Dismissal. 


Pekin, January 3.—Following the dis- 
missaj; from office yesterday of Ywan 
Shi Kai, grand chancellor and com- 
mander in chief of the forces, and the 
appointment of Na Tung as grand coun- 
Cillor, an edict was ‘Issued today ap- 
pointing Liang-Tung-Yen customs toatai, 
to the position ‘thus made vacant on the 
foreign board. 

‘The British and American ministers 
have reached an agreement that the 
dismissal of Yuan ‘Shi Kai should not 
pass unnoticed. The American. Brit- 
ish, German and Japanese ministers 
met again at the American legation 
this morning, Sir John N. Jordan, the 
British: minister, joining with Mr. Rock- 
hill, the American ministers, in sub- 
mitting an outline of representations 
which should be made to the foreign 
board. 

Peace Is Endangered. 

The ministers disagree on the ques- 
tion as to whether the welfare of for- 
eight interests is technically involved py 
the regent’s action, but they agree that 
peace is endangered. The representa- 
tives of Great Britain, the United 


~ States and Germany view the regent’s 


action as tantamount to an affront to 
the powers an account of Yuan Sh!

FOR BUSINESS 


Financial World Cheerful on 
Threshold of Nsw eat ; 


As a Result There Is Good Invest- 
meut Demand for Capital Flota- 
tions—Large Resources to Be 
Placed at Command of 
Railroads and Indus- 
trial Corporations, 


New York, Januery 3.—Satisfaction 
with the solid achievement of the year 
and confidence in the promise of the 


community on the 
new year. The effective expression of 
this feeling is found in a level of prices 
of securities near the highest for the 
closed year and higher, in fact, than 
for twenty months past. % 

The depth of despondency from which 
the financial world was but barely 
emerging a year ago, needs only to be 
considered in a general way to realize 
the wide progress towards betterment 
which present condMfons rapresent. As 
a register of the measure of this past 
achfevement, the stock market  pos- 
sesses less interest than in its function 
of anticipating by speculation the course 
of events to come. 

That the past achievement is fully re- 
flected in the extent of the advance of 
prices, which has occurred, tis the ac- 
cepted opinion of all competent observ- 
ers, the problem of the market turning 
rather to the question of how far the 
improvement in conditions justly to be 
expected in thé future, has already been 
covered in the speculation. 

Credit Is Restored. 

The brightest hopes are based on the 
complete restoration of credit, which 
has occurred, and the resulting good in- 
vestment demand for capital flotations. 
The rapid absorption of new bond issues 
and the large demand in the open mar- 
ket for o:ider bond issues of all grades, 
is the substantial eviderce of this condi- 
tion. It is a condition of vital import- 
ance to the further work of rehabilita- 
tion to be done before the full measure 
of former prosperity is restored, 

The period of depression of the past 
year has been given over to a drastic 
pruning of expense accounts at every 
point, both by lhmitation of improve- 
ment and extension and by postpone- 
ment of every possible outlay for keep- 
ing up equipment on the part of the 
railroads, and probably there is much 
of such outlay which is simply in ar- 
rears and must ultimately be met. 

With the excellent demand for in- 
vestment now estabHehed and the 
abundant money market resources, 
which are hloked for early in the new 
year, very harge resources are expected 
to be placed at the command of the 
great railroad and tndustrial corpora- 
tions for resumption of suspended and 
postponed outlays. The quickening ef- 
fect of this influence is expected to be 
felt throughout the world of industry 
and business in enhanced consumptive 
demand for ail grades of products and 
merchandise. 

The stock market for some time past 
has been full of rumors of changing 
control of minor rafsiroad systems, 
which the coming period of bond flota- 
tions is expected to disclose. 

Possibility of Exaggeration. 

On this side of the speculative post- 
tion there is presented the - posstbility 
of exaggeration which would reveal ex- 
cesses in the future movement of prices. 
With the future presenting such poten- 
tial proapects of growth and improve- 
ment, it is not to be supposed that far- 
seeing and deeply informed capital in- 
terests should have waited for the act- 
ual event to prepare to take advantage 
of it. That there have been enormous 
accumulations of securities on behalf of 
the largest capital interests all through 
the past year and that the advance in 
prices has ‘been encouraged and fos- 
tered by every device at the command 
of these pcwerfu] interests has been 
the prevalent convictio# in Wail street 
for months. 

What will be the disposition of these 
large accumulations in the progress of 
coming events is an important question 
in the solution of the future price move- 
ments. Large participation in coming 
new capital issues on the part of these 
interests. is to be expected. A process 
of conversion from present holdings into 
these new issues would be a plausible 
Bupposition. 

Preparation to take advantage of the 
good investment demand and the com- 
ing ease of money have been very large, 
both here and abroad, and the measure 
of the resources to meet these positions 
will have to be adjusted. 

New York Money Market, 

In the New York money market there 
will have to be met the needs of the 
trust companies to bring up their cash 
reserves held in their own vaults from 
10 per cent to I5 per cent by February 
I, to comply with the law, and It is es- 
timated that this will call for some 
$45,000,000. , 

The extent to which the revision of 
the tariff in prospect may serve to um- 
settle business and halt demand for 
products in expectation of price changes 
is a subject of some uneasy conjecture.

Through Decorated Streets. 


This trip will be made through Peach- 
tree, which, like the rest of the city, 
will be gaily decorated in miles of bdunt- 
ings and myriads of flags in honor of 
the distinguished visitor. 

The plans for the rest of the day are 
not yet complete. 

Friday night the Taft dinner, with its 
100 ‘possums and ‘taters, will be served 
to some 600 in the smaller auditorium 


room of the armory-auditorium, which 
is to be wonderfully decorated for the 
occasion. The dinner will be served 
promptly at 7:30, and the guests will be 
seated by diagram, which is to corre- 
spond, like a theater is arranged, to the 
tickets sold at $!IO for the dinner.

There wil] doubtless be a cry of treason 
from Rabun to the marshes of Glynn, 
but or all that the captain should 
know whereof he speaks. 

“Harry Fisher is all right as long as 
he talks about ‘possum, but he is away 
off on the merits of persimmon beer,” 
said Captain Rust: ‘“‘All this talk about 
persimmon ‘beer is rot, anyway. If 
you want to get the rea) accompani- 
ment for ‘possum and potatoes you 
ehould wash them down with cham- 
pagne,” 

Having thus dispararegd the only

“A ‘possum must be fat,” said Cap- 
tain Rust, “to be desirable. There is no 
Virtue in a lean ‘possum, and there is 
nothing better than a fat one when 
properly prepared, but there are not

many people who know just how this 
should be done. In the first place a 
‘possum’s throat should never be cut. 
To kill a ’possum his head should be 
placed beneath a stick. Stand on the 
stick and pull the 'possum’s tai] until 
his neck is broken. Nobody would ever 
think of skinning a ’possum. He should 
be cleaned like a hag, only it is best 
to remove the hair with lime 

“A ‘possum requires careful treat- 
ment, and to cook one to perfection a 
peculiar arrangement is necessary. A 
pan on legs should be provided with a 
whole in one end which can be plugged. 
Coals placed under the pan will slowly 
eook the ’possum, and as the grease 
runs out of the carcass it should be 
drawn off from time to time. Al! the 
time the carcass should be basted with 
a sauwee made of pepper and vinegar. 
Im the meantime the potatoes should 
be boiled. When the ’possum is almost 
Gone the potatoes should be packed in 
the pan around the ‘possum, a little 
sugar sprinkled over them, and then the 
gravy, which has been drawn off from 
the pan, should be poured on, after 
which *’possum and potatoes should be 
browned to a turn, 

“Get a fat ’possum, kill him in the 
right way, and cook him as I have ge- 
ecribed, and there is no game in the 
world whicu can compare with it. 

“But ag for persimmon beer, even my 
Georgia patriotism is not strong enough 
to win my approval for it. ’*Possum 
properly prepared is bound to taste all 
right, even if washed down with water, 
but to get the most desirable result

The “Agricultural College on 
Wheels” will receive tle approval of the 
railroad commission of Georgia to make 
its annual tour through the state at 
the regular meeting of the commission 
to be held at the capitol on January 7. 
Chairman McLendon is an enthusiastic 
believer in the policy of publicity, and 
states that there is no better way of 
advertising Georgia’s agricultural col- 
lege than by bringing it promingeny 
before the public in this way. 

The train made its first tour of Geor- 
gia last year, and was an unqualified 
success, arousing great interest through- 
out the state and largely increasing the 
attendance at the college at Athens, 
which it represented. Dr. Soule, presi- 
dent of this college, will announce the 
itinerary and the date of the departure 
from Athens later. It is expected that 
the tour will begin about the first of 
March and will probably be on the road 
for thirty or sixty days, during which 
time every county in the state will be 


visited. The train is to contain lecture 
rooms, exhibit cars and a moving pic- 
ture machine to show some of the act- 
val scenes connected with the college. 
Dairying and cattle-raising are given 
special attention at this college. Dr. 
Soule is a great believer in the use of 
cotton seed meal mixed with hulls as @ 
cattle feéd, finging this to be not only 
the cheapest, but the best on the mar- 
ket, and has made some experiments 
which showed wonderful results, both 
in fattening. cattle and increasing the 
yield of milk.

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VIOLATIONS OF THE LAW, 
DR. BROUGHTON’S SUBJECT 


lferms Savanah Situation ‘‘Outrage ‘Against State,’’ and 


Says That City and County Are in Open Rebel- 
lion Against State. , 


“On the Violations of the Law” Dr. 
Broughton preached last night to his 
congregation at the Tabernacle, his re- 
marks dealing with conditions in Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, due to the night 
riders’ outrages; in Savannah and in 


Augusta, due to the alleged open viola- | 


tions of the prohibition laws, and in 
Atlanta, due to the failure of the police 
board and the grand jury to effect the 
removal of the houses under the Wash- 


fngton street viaduct. 

Of Savannah Dr. Broughton declared 
the “situation was an outrage against 
the state,” and declared that the “city 
and the county are in open rebellion 
against the state. They are outlaws.” 

His sermon in full follows: 

Text: “Let every soul be subject 


to the higher powers.”—Rom., xiii, 1. 


“The man, especially the preacher 
who does not feel his heart sink within 
him when he looks out upon the con- 
ditions of our country is lacking either 
{mn sense or seriousness,” said Dr. 
Broughton last night. “The whole 
country is trembling under the reign of 
terror and lawlessness. The great 
bands of assassins and highway rob- 
bers that make up the army of night 
riders in Kentucky and Tennessee is 
only a flagrant phase of the lawless 
spirit which is now the order of the 
day. 

‘In almost every section of the coun- 
try terror rules. There is never a day 
that we are not reminded of it. 

“And this is especially true with re- 
gard to the taking of humen life. Hu- 
man life is scarcely more sacred than 
the life of a dog. See the records day 
by day as published in the papers; it 
is enough to make our blood run cold. 
And it is not confined to the class ai- 
ready degraded: it is.in every class. 
Our best and brainiest “men are shot 
down on the streets, in plates of Dusi- 
. ness, at pleasure resorts, at home, 
anywhere, everywhere and at ahy time 
the crack of the gun is heard and hu- 
man life is taken.® This is spectally 
true of the south. There is no place 
in all the civilized world where human 
life is so cheap as here im our south- 
land. Our best people do not realize 
it, and it seems almost an impossibility 
to get them to realize it. The moment 
one tries he is put down as an agitator 
or a trmitor to his country. For some 
time our ex-Governor Northen has been 
giving his time and talents in trying 
to arouse our people to see the despic- 
eble situation and remedy it, but even 
he, a mam ever loved and honored by 
all classes of people, tn this matter is 
» regarded as am agitator, doing much 
harm to his section. 

“tt is so with every man who tries 
to paint.a real picture of the reign: of 
lawlessness and get our people to see 
it. dn the pulpit surely it is true. The 
only preacher today who ig toasted by 
the world is he who keeps both eyes 
ghut so tight as not to see anything in 


||. “the world that would be calculated to 


‘could thhave done ‘better. 


disturb the present order of things un- 
less it be a disturbance that would 
bring material blessings to the gang 
ever trying to fatten out of other peo- 
ple’s sufferings. It is lamentable, but 
true. God only knows what we are 
going to do albout it, but certainly this 
is true: Unless something is done to 
change conditions the time will. come 
when we will have no church and no 
civilization. 

“Men charged with the enforcement 
of law simply will not enforce it un- 
less they want to. The oath is an ef- 
fete thing. The average man in office 
cares no more about his oath tham a 
dog cares for a collar without a chain; 
his oath binds him to nothing. Most of 
the bloodshed and murder in the 
country would be avoided if the law 
against carrying concealed weapons 
was enforced, but it is never done. 

“Somehow mem have come to regard 
an Oath as meaningless. Our prohibi- 
tion law shows it. While we have done 
well and greatly benefited the country 
by it, we have not done half what we 
might have done had the law been bet- 
ter enforced. ! 

Tried Prohibition One Year. 


“We have tried prehibition for one 
year with all the oddg against us in 
the way of adjusting difficulties and 
contending with a lot of subsidized 
liquor hirelings of the legal profession, 
and even its enemies are forced to ad- 
mit that it is a good thing. We have 
done better without the saloon than 
with it. Bven the press acknowledges 
that the benefits off one year’s prohibi- 
tion forever puts the saloon out of bust- 
ness in Georgia. 

“But we might have done better.- We 
The law could 
have been better enforced. Bverybody 
knows this, and in the future we are 
woing to do it. The infernal near beer 
nuisance is now about to get in such 
a shape as we can handle it, thank God. 
It has always been a subterfuge, a vio- 
lation of the spirit of the law. Even 
the paid hirelings of the whisky ring 
know it. They know that for pay they 
are trying to defeat the law of this 
State. How they can hold their heads 
up I cannot see. I could not do it. 
Before God, before I would sell my 
talent to such a gang, and for such a 
Durpose, I'd root acorns for my living. 
That is exactly the way I feel about 
them. I simply have no respect for 
them, not one whit. 

“The prohibition law has worked 
wonders in most of the sections of the 
state. I have been all over Georgia, 
and I know whereof I speak. It has 
worked wonders in Atlanta, in spite of 
the difficulties. But there are some 
few sections of Georgia, principally Sa- 
vannah and Augusta, that are a dis- 
grace to themselves and to the whole 
state. 

“In Savannah especially the ilaw- 
enforcing body don’t hesitate to openly 
defy the law. The police don’t pretend 
to make cases; the grand juries wil] not 
indict, and the courts don’t pretend. to 
convict. The city and county is in open 


to the rest of the state, “You pass any l are too ignorant for your jab and should 


law you like, and if we don’t like it 
we will trample it under our feet. We 
will not enforce it.’ 

Outrage Against State. 


“Their treatment of this law is an 
outrage against the state under whose 
tharter they serve. They are outlaws, 
and the state should so regard them. 
They repudiate our constitution and spit 
upon our flag. From mayor to police, 
including court officials and all, they 
deserve to be tmpeached for their bold 
and perpetual insult to the state. 

‘But there is a day of reward. Sa- 
vannah will not always laugh at the 
rest of us. Pven today she is not in as 
good fix as the rest of the cities where 
there is an effort to obey the law. The 
devil’s blood money plays out after a 
time, and so it is even now playing out 
there. 

‘Besides, there will be some more leg- 
islatures in Georgia, and as I § have 
heard it from many members of that 
body, when Savannah comes up for Nelp 
in her local measures they are going 
to remind them of this defiance of law. 

“IT don’t know whether the governor 
has the power or not, but if he has, he 
ought to take a hand and make them 
be at least half-civilized. No single city 
has the right to defy the state, and if I 
was the governor and had the slightest 
chance, I’d make them toe the mark. 
They have no right to exist under the 
charter of the state and defy its laws. 

“But let us now come back home. 
We have a not very complimentary con- 
dition right here at home. For a long 
time the best people in the city have 
been exercised about the removal of the 
prostitutes and their. houses from the 
region of the Washington street viaduct, 
which lies between the Boys’ High 
schoo! and the Girls’ High school. It 
has been a disgrace that these infamous 
places have been allowed to remain 
without molestation by the officers of 
the law. And it would nevér have been 
allowed had not property owners said: 
‘Hands off.’ But finally the grand jury 
took it up. They said that these boys 
and girls going and coming from 
school must come first, and the. police 
commissioners, contrary to their will, 
were ordered to clear them out. Then 
a lot of wire-pulling began, and finally 
more time was askéd for and granted. 
Then some more wire-pulling. Finally 
the grand jury retires and the police 
board wants more time, declaring that 
they can’t find a place for the women— 
that every community objects to having 
them. ‘At last they give us a dose of 
soothing syrup by saying that they have 
found a place,’ but they can’t give it 
away, if so, there may come a kick: 
Meanwhile the grand jury is disregard- 
ed and the places remain. . 

‘Now, I think it ts time the whole 
community should take a hand, and 
hence I want to ask Mr. John J. Wood- 
side, the chairman of the board, and 
who does most of the talking, a few 
questions which I think the community 
is entitled to know: 


Asks a Few Questions. 


“I. Do you not kmow that it is a pos- 
itive violation of the law for such 
places as you know these to be to’ ex- 
ist In the city—never mind where lo- 
cated? If you are ignorant of this, then 
you are too ignorant for your job and 
should resign. 

“2. Do you not kmow that ft Is a pos- 
itive violation of the law for the 
owners of property to rent it for such 
purposes as these houses are known to 
be rented for? If you are ignorant of 
this, you, are too ignorant for 
job and should resign. . 

“3. ‘Do you not know that it ig a vio- 
lation of law for a real estate agent to 
rent property in his charge for’ such 
purposes as these houses are known to 
be run for by the agents that rent

| them? If you are ignorant of this you 


resign. 

‘4. Do you not kmow that # [ge against 
the haw for such houses as these are 
known and acknowledged to be to ex- 
ist, and against the law for property 
Owners to rent their property for such 
purposes, and against the law for an 


}agent to do the same, then do you not 


know that you, as a sworn officer of 
the law, have no right to go out in the 
market to get houses for them to be 
housed in? Now, if you are ignorant 
of this, then you ought to be ashamed 
of your ignorance and resign. 

“6. As a sworn Officer of the law, 
what right have you to try to slip 
these characters off onto any other 
section of the city by a shut-mouth- 
can’t-talk policy? Have you a right to 
inflict such a ruin upon an unsuspect- 
ing community? If not, why do you 
say, ‘We think we have found a place, 
but must not*give it out—there might 
be a kick?” Do you think this is 
right? If you think this is fair play, 
I am frank to say we have not the 
same idea of justice. 

“Now, the truth about this buainess 
is, we have allowed the police com- 
mission to gslObber in our eyes long 
enough. The thing is a clear violation 
of law and the parties should either be 
told to ‘git’ or they should be arrested 
and their places destroyed. The police 
commissioners have no business to ‘get 
them housed.’ It ts ridiculous. 

“There ¢s somebody making money 
by this business. Almost every ome of 
the houses is a blind tiger, and to put 
them out of business would stop a lot 
of dirty money. 

“The demand that they be removed 
does not carry the idea that they be 
put off on some other community, and 
I for one propose to see that no com- 
munity is fooled, if injunction has to be 
resorted to.

Washington, January &—The im- 
proved methods of adminstration insti- 
tuted by Secretary Garfield, having for 
their purpose the simplification of bus- 
iness without any loss tn accuracy or 
responsibility, have proven of great 
value, says the head of the department 
of the interior in his annual report 
made public today. The report covers a 


Wide field, dealing, as it does, with the 
work of the various bureaus embraced 
within its management, the territories, 
national parks and reservations, District 
of Columbia corporations, ete. 

Secretary Garfield calls attention to 
certain uns¢rupulous and unprofessional 
acts upon the part of a number of attor- 
neys practicing before the department, 
which resulted in their disbarment. 
Some of these have brought mandamus 
sults for a restoration of their names 
to the list of those entitled to practice, 
These cases are now pending, but “in 
the meantime” the secretary says, “at- ’ 
torneys will be notified, heard and dis- 


barred in all cases where I am satisfied 
beyond a reasonable doubt that their 
conduct as attorneys has been disrep- 
utable, fraudulent, illegal or undoubt-y 
edly unprofessional.” 

The recent patent office frauds, re-. 

ulting in the confession of one defend- 
ant, the conviction of another and the 
acquittal of the third, are touched upon, 
and the statement is made that it was 
the first casé of the kind that had oc- 
curred in the 118 years of patent office 
history. The commissioner of patents, 
It is stated, has taken steps to provide 
additional safeguards around the filing 
of patent papers.

VERY BAD START 


Police Are Kept Busy Prepar- 
ing for Recorder 
Broyles. 


The new year has started up with @ 
rush as far as the swelling of the rec- 
ords at the police station is concerned.

“Te 
former pair got five alleged gamsters, 
and the last-named three raked in 
eight. <All were negroes. 

Up to nearly midnight last night, 107 
adult’ cases were noticed on the city 
docket. With state and juvenile cases 
and cases made teday, up to the after- 
noon court, it is believed that the total 
will run to something like 160. 

The cases for trial today are almost

The fact that farmers @re more OF 
less In debt every fall for supplies pur- 
chased during» the preceding spring 
and summer is often stated as one of 
the causes of a gradual fall in the 
market price of cotton along in the 
early months of the selling season. 
The farmer buys mules and horses, 
farm machinery and implements and, 
alas, corn and hay, bacon and lard, 
and other things that ought to be pro- 
du@ed on the farm. It is bad enough 
if he pays cash for what he ought to 
produce, but it is much worse if he has 
to “arrange’’ (which usually means a 
mortgage note) with his merchant to 
“run him until fall,” for the very 
things that-it is the business of a gen- 
uine farmer to “raise at home.’’ 

After a long experience—extended ob- 
servation—I am of the opinion that 
credit-buying is one of the greatest 
mistakes that the farmer makes; ] had 
almost said that it is the greatest evil 
in our system, and possibiy it wouts 
not have been an extreme statement. 
It has been urged on the farmer to 
“get on a cash basis’’ ever ‘‘since the 
war,” until he is probably tired of 
hearing it in the form of advice. By 
getting on a “cash basis’ I understand 
to mean that a farmer should get at 
least a year ahead in money matters. 
In other words, he should have enough 
cash in hand, or in bank, at th begin- 
ning of the year to meet all current 
expenses until the beginning of the 
next — allowing something for ex- 
traordinary demands that may arise.

You touched the keynote of the situa- 
tion in commenting on my last article 
when you said: “Not one ina hundred 
farmers would ever read that article.’ 
There is no telling what wonders the 
southern farmer. could accomplish if he 
would only read and educate. Igno- 
rance is their greatest enemy. All they 
want to know is how to clean up a field, 
and then run it in corn or cotton until 
it gets so poor it takes four acres to 
make a bale. Nine years ago 1 bought 
my present farm in an awfully run-down 
shape. And I have never cultivated 
more than about half of it, as I have 
been doing al! I could to get it to where 
it would average one bale of cotton and 
forty ‘bushels of corn per acre. Last 
year a neighbor, passing along one day 
said: ‘‘Why don't you rent out your lan 
instead of letting it ‘Iie out? hy,’ 
he said, “the land you have lying out 
would make twenty bales of cotton.” 1 
told him I knew that, but in two or three 
years I aimed to make forty bales on the 
same land. 

They are the same way about planting 
good seed. This year I bogght of a 
seed ‘breeder five bushels Cook’s improved 
cotton, and paid $1! per bushel. Now I 
am offering my neighbors the same seed 
at 50 cents a bushel, and some of them 
seem to think I am trying to rob them. 

I would have been on “easy street 
long before now had I not been improv- 
ing my farm, but I am glad to note I 
now have it where I can make three 
times as much of any kind of crops 4s 
I could when I bought It, nine years ago. 

Comment by Editor: Mr. Ramsey 18 
certainly correct, in the main, in his 
views, expressed above, in regard to the 
fact of failure in the past fo control the 
cotton area by mere resolutions passed 
ioy organizations. I have never believed 
it a practicable policy as @ sole reliance, 
And yet such efforts have certainly re- 
sulted in good to many individual farm- 
ers—to those who in good faith reduced 
their acreage. If cotton {s made at a 
lows, it is self-evident, that the smaller 
the area planted the less the loss incur- 
red. Moreover, a judicious curtailment 
of area in most cases will result in a 
larger yield per acre and, therefore, ata 
less cost per pound of cotton roduced 
This reduced cost may be sufficient to 
prevent loss, and even to insure a profit 
on production.

This argument has been advanced 
and insisted on by me for many years. 
I have sometimes called it the “indi- 
vidual” argument, because it is ad- 
dressed to each individual, and any in- 
dividual farmer may adopt it and profit 
by it independent of any cooperation. 
Let any farmer resolve that he will not 
plant .a single acre of land that, with 
liberal fertilizing, will not yield at 
least half a bale per acre and an aver- 
age on his entire area of three-fourths 
of a bale, and the deed is done. Some— 
yea, many—would not be able to con- 
form to the rule without cutting out 
three-fourths or four-fifths of their 
usual area, A considerable number may 
not be able to plant a single acre in 
compliance with the rule. Then let 
him quit plamting cotton and devote his 
energies ang the best of his land to 
producing home supplies in plenty and 
a surplus to sell, until his land shall be 
so improved that it will enable him to 
come up to the rule he shall have 
adopted; and let him then “set his pegs 
still higher,’ and substitute three- 
fourths of a bale as the minimum on 
a single acre and one bale as the aver- 
age of the crop. 

How to manage so as-to bring up his 
land to the production of oo bale and 
upward and 25 busnels of torn and up- 
ward, per acre, has been urged and re- 
urged, from one end of the south to 
the other, and from one side to the 
other, for many years, by hundreds of 
writers, speakers, experiment stations, 
agricultural journals and other 
agencies for the diffusion of informar 
tion, advice, results of experiments, etc, 

After all, and I say it deliberately, 
general and specific education is the 
fundamental need of the south. We 
will never have general, diffused, uni- 
versal prosperity until we secure gen- 
eral, diffused, universal education.

KAINIT, ACID, POTASH AND COTTON 
SEED FOR CORN AND COTTON. 

W. P. Bitgzard, Dublin, Ga.—Please give 
me in your next issue, of your paper a 
formula for mixing kalnit and acid and 
potash without and “with cotton seed meal 
so that 200 to 300 pounds per acre will pro- 
duce an average crop of cotton and corn on 
wiregrass pineywoods land. 

Answer: It does not appear why you 
propose to use both kainit and muriate 
(of potash) in the same mixture, in 
view of the fact that each of these sup- 
plies only potash as pliant food. Im any 
formula calling for either, the other 
may be substituted at the rate of four 
pounds of kainit for one pound of mu- 
riate, or one pound of muriate for four 


ormula calling for either cotton seed, 
or cotton meal, you may substitute 
the one for the other on the basis of 
about eight and one third bushels of 
cotton seed equalling 100 pounds of 
cotton seed meal. The following is the 
oft-repeated formula for corn:

Make the calculation for urseH: Take 
Formula No. 1, as first stated, in 
‘which cotton meal is used, the. total 
formula is practically the fertilizing 
equivalent of the total of Formula No. 
1 as modified by the substitution of 
cotton seed in place of the meal. At 
present prices (in Griffin) of 90 cents 
per 100 pounds for cotton seed, or $18 
per ton, or 27 cents per bushelf and $1.20 
per 100 pounds of meal, or $24 per 
ton, the IO! bushels of seed would be 
worth $27.27: while its equivalent § in 
meal, or 1,218 pounds, would cost only 
$14.61—an albsolute loss of $12.66, of 
$8.44 on each ton of seed so used!

Deep 
plowing and thorough harrowing, 
using the ordinary surface turnplow 
and a g00q cut-away harrow is prob- 
ably more effective than subsoiling— 
counting the cost, Fairly effective work 
be done by running a long, narrow 
scooter plow after a two-horse turn- 


plow; but the clay should not be dis- 
turbea when too wet to crumble—too 
puttylike. 


2. Onscorn, use 200 to 300 pounds of 
an 8—2—2 fertilizer mixed with 25 
pounds of cotton meal to each 100 
pounds of cotton meal; or, better, a 
. mixture of 1,000 pounds of 1/4 per cent 
'acid (or &/75 pounds of a {6 per cent 
acid), 1,220 pounds cotton seed meal 
and 32 pounds muriate of potash, ap- 
plying the total to 6 or 7 acres. 

For cotton, an 8—2—2 guano will do 
very well, but the following will do 
as well, or better, and probably cost 


you less, 
For cotton: Acid phosphate (14 per 
cent), 1,000 pounds; cotton meal, 671! 


pounds; muriate of potash, 74 pounds. 
Apply 600 to 800 pounds per acre of 
either of the foregoing, and bed on it 
not less than two weeks before plant- 
ing. 

In planting both corn and cotton, you 
will find it good practice to apply 25 to 
30 pounds of nitrate of soda per acre, 
in @ furrow, near to, but not touch- 
ing, the seed corn, or along with the 
cotton seed or on top the ground after 
the latter have been covered. 

You do not indicate whether sweet or 
Irish potatoes are meant. For Irish, 
use 1,000 to 2,000 pounds per acre of a 
mixture of !,000 pounds of acid ghos-. 
phate (i4 per cent), 250 poun of 
muriate of potash and 420 pounds 
nitrate of soda. For sweet potatoes, 
1.000 pounds acid phosphate (I4 per 
cent), 00 pounds cotton meal, .300 
pounds’ muriate of -potash and 240 
pounds nitrate of soda, for 3 or 4 acres. 
In each case apply the acid, potash and 
cotton meal before planting, mixing 
wel] with the soll, ang add the nitrate
